To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1923. 

As  has  been  the  case  for  the  last  3  years,  in  accordance  with 
Circular  269  of  the  Ministry  of  Plealth,  the  report  is  an  abbreviated 
one,  but  as  the  1921  Census  Returns  for  Warwickshire  are  now 
available  I  have  included  from  it  the  tables  referring  to  Leamington, 
as  well  as  certain  facts  that  may  be  of  local  interest. 

There  has  been  a  still  further  decline  in  the  Birth-Rate  since 
last  year,  but  both  the  general  Death-Rate  and  Infantile  Mortality 
are  slightly  lower  than  in  the  previous  twelve  months. 

As  regards  Infectious  Diseases,  there  was  a  marked  increase  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever,  but  in  both 
instances  the  disease  was  of  a  mild  type. 

Details  of  a  small  epidemic  of  Paratyphoid  are  given  in  the 
body  of  the  report. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  returns  of  the  Vaccination  Officer,  the 
proportion  of  newly-born  children  who  are  vaccinated  is  lamentably 
low,  and  having  in  view  the  number  of  epidemics  of  this  disease 
that  have  occurred  during  the  past  year  throughout  the  country,  it  is 
a  source  of  much  regret  and  uneasiness,  as  there  is  no  certainty  that 
the  disease  will  continue  in  its  present  mild  form. 

Even  if  the  fatality  from  the  present  type  of  disease  is  not 
large,  the  experience  of  an  epidemic  is  likely  to  prove  somewhat 
expensive,  as  has  been  found  out  in  other  localities.

POPULATION. 

The  Natural  increase  of  population,  expressed  by  the  difference 
between  the  number  of  Births  and  Deaths,  was  79,  but  in  spite  of 
this  fact  the  Registrar  General  has  allowed  an  increase  of  only  50, 
estimating  the  population  for  1923  at  28,790.

The  Report  of  the  Registrar- General  of  the  Census  of  1921  for 
the  County  of  Warwick  was  published  in  1923,  and  from  this 
extracts  concerning  Leamington  are  appended. 

The  report  points  out  that  while  in  the  County  of  London  38% 
of  the  families  each  occupy  separate  dwellings,  32%  being  housed 
two  to  a  dwelling,  and  the  remaining  30%  in  dwellings  containing 
two  or  more  families  apiece,  the  figures  for  Warwickshire  are  88%, 
10%,  and  2%  respectively 

It  goes  on  to  state  that  “  Measured  in  terms  of  families  per 
dwelling,  the  maximum  housing  pressure,  which  appears  to  be 
attained  in  Royal  Leamington  Spa  M.B.,  is  represented  by  1’13 
families  per  dwelling,  but  it  should,  at  the  same  time,  be  noted  that 
in  this  town  the  families  are  smaller  and  the  dwellings  larger  than 
the  average,  with  the  result  that  the  density  in  rooms  per  person  is 
the  most  favourable  in  the  County,”  and  also  “  the  areas  showing 
the  highest,  and  therefore  most  favourable,  densities  are  Royal 
Leamington  Spa  M.B.  (1*45  rooms  per  person),  and  Brailes  R.D. 
(l’44  rooms  per  person).”  In  Birmingham,  the  density  is  1’06, 
being  lower  than  the  County  average,  but  higher  than  that  recorded 
for  the  County  of  London  (0*96) . 

The  original  population  figure  for  Leamington,  viz.,  28,941, 
was  subsequently  amended  by  the  Registrar-General  and  28,560 
substituted,  so  that  the  above  figures  are  in  reality  somewhat  more 
favourable  than  they  appear  to  be.  The  average  size  of  families 


T 
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for  Warwickshire  has  been  reduced  from  4'48  to  4‘31,  a  drop  of 
nearly  4%,  but  this  reduction  is  not  local  but  practically  universal 
throughout  the  country. 

In  respect  of  room  accommodation,  Leamington  claims  first 
place  in  Warwickshire  with  an  average  of  6‘07  per  dwelling,  that 
for  the  County  generally  being  5’01.  Dwellings  attached  to  shops  or 
other  business  premises  amount  to  approximately  8%  of  this  total 
number. 

A  new  term,  “  Structurally  Separate  Dwelling,”  has  been  in¬ 
troduced  in  lieu  of  “  House,”  “  Tenement,”  etc.,  and  is  defined  as 
'‘any  room  or  set  of  rooms  having  separate  access  either  to  a 
street,  or  to  a  common  landing  or  staircase  accessible  to  visitors.” 

The  percentage  of  population  in  Leamington  living  in  4  to  7- 
roomed  houses  has  remained  nearly  the  same  as  at  the  last  Census, 
the  figure  for  1911  being  64’3%,  and  that  for  1921,  63*7%,  but  at  the 
other  ends  of  the  scale  there  has  been  a  very  marked  change,  for, 
whereas,  in  1911  only  12' 7%  lived  in  1  to  3  rooms,  as  against  23% 
in  houses  with  8  rooms  and  over,  the  figures  for  1921  are  res¬ 
pectively  20*1  and  1 6*2. 

As  might  be  expected  in  what  is  mainly  a  Residential  Town, 
the  number  of  Domestic  Servants  per  1000  population  is  large, 
being  65,  the  same  figure  as  for  Sutton  Coldfield,  and  is  the  highest 
for  Municipal  Boroughs. 

As  also  one  might  expect  in  the  town  of  the  character  of 
Leamington,  wide  variations  exist  in  regard  to  the  occupation  of 
males,  as  compared  to  the  County  generally.  (The  figures  given  in 
brackets  are  for  the  County.) 

Per  1,000  occupied  males.  Civil  Servants  14  (6),  Railway 
Workers  45  (20),  Workers  in  Commerce  and  Finance  109  (70), 
Professional  Workers  38  (20),  Workers  in  Personal  Service  33  (19), 
and  Painters  28  (16),  all  are  high. 

On  the  other  hand,  Metal  Workers  138  (256),  Electrical 
Workers  14  (17),  and  somewhat  unexpectedly,  Gardeners  24  (25) 
are  low. 
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Makers  of  Drinks  number  2  per  1,000  for  the  County,  a 
surprisingly  low  figure,  and  Leamington  with  2*1  just  maintains 
the  average. 

One  sixth  the  total  number  in  the  County  of  those  returning 
their  occupation  as  Fishermen  reside  in  the  town. 

Among  Women  as  shown  in  Table  H,  out  of  a  total  number 
of  4941  occupied  females,  2632  are  returned  as  workers  in  personal 
service,  and  of  these  1870  are  classified  as  Domestic  Servants, 
giving  the  high  figure  of  378  per  1,000,  which  with  workers  in 
Commerce  and  Finance  120,  and  Dressmakers  42  per  1,000, 
represent  over  half  the  occupied  population. 

The  proportion  of  females  to  1,000  males,  which  for  the  County 
is  1094,  for  Leamington  is  1358. 

The  average  age  for  males  is  32*3  ;  for  females,  35*7,  while  the 
number  of  married  women  aged  less  than  45,  per  1,000  females  of 
all  ages,  is  198. 

The  average  number  of  persons  per  family  is  3*70  as  compared 
with  3*99  in  1911.

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MARRIAGES. 

The  number  of  Marriages  during  the  year  was  206.  This 
includes  all  marriages  in  the  Churches  and  all  marriages  in  the 
Chapels  having  an  authorised  parson  ;  but  with  regard  to  marriages 
registered  by  the  Registrar,  only  including  those  where  one  of  the 
contracting  parties  resided  in  Leamington.  If  we  could  claim  them 
all,  the  marriage  rate  would  be  7'2  per  1,000  living. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  this  district  during  1923 
was  410.  Of  these,  71  were  deaths  of  non-residents.  On  the  other 
hand,  51  deaths  of  persons  belonging  to  the  Borough  were  registered 
elsewhere.  The  figures  thus  corrected,  the  nett  number  of  deaths 
belonging  to  the  Borough  was  390,  giving  a  Death-rate  of  13*5  per 
1,000. 

The  Death-rate  for  Leamington  Spa,  corrected  for  age  and  sex 
distribution,  by  the  figure  computed  1913  by  the  Registrar- General, 
but  which  now  probably  requires  considerable  correction,  was  11T2 
per  1,000. 


The  average  age  at  death  was  58’8.

STILLBIRTHS. 

20  Notices  were  received  from  the  Borough  Treasurer,  acting  as 
Registrar  of  Cemeteries,  of  which  10  were  males  and  10  females, 
The  deaths,  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  were  due  to  Difficult 
Labour  5,  Shock  2,  Breech  Presentation  1,  Antepartum  Haemorrhage 
1,  Not  Known  1,  Overwork  3,  Specific  Disease  4,  Premature 
Birth  3. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  very  slightly  lower  than  that  of 
last  year,  the  lowest  recorded  with  the  exception  of  1919,  and  com¬ 
pares  very  favourably  with  that  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales, 
and  also  with  that  for  the  157  smaller  towns  with  populations,  20,000 
to  50,000  for  which  the  figures  are  respectively  69  and  69. 

It  will  be  further  seen  in  Table  II.  that  the  average  rate  for 
the  last  30  years  is  10P3  per  1,000  Births,  as  compared  with 
that  of  57 '5  in  the  past  year.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  total  number  of  babies  brought  to  the  Infant  Clinic  was 
251,  of  whom  135  had  been  born  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
representing  29%  of  all  babies  born  in  this  town  in  1923.  The 
weighings  numbered  2,137,  and  the  average  attendance  was  43. 
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The  thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  those  who  have  assisted 
voluntarily  at  the  Clinic,  and  also  to  the  subscribers  to  the  Infant 
Health  Society,  whose  generosity  has  permitted  of  Milk,  Glaxo, 
Virol,  and  Lactagol  to  the  amount  of  £99  8s.  6d.,  to  be  distributed 
among  necessitous  and  deserving  cases. 

VISITING. 

During  the  year  2,052  visits  were  paid  to  432  babies,  and  531 
to  older  children. 

The  card  records  of  conditions  found  show  the  following  : — 
Breast  fed,  366  ;  partly  breast  fed,  26  ;  and  bottle  fed,  32. 

8  children  survived  only  24  hours;  20  were  stillborn,  and  37 
were  not  visited. 

190  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers,  over  double  the 
number  of  those  visited  last  year. 

Of  469  births  reported,  165  were  attended  by  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioners,  and  301  by  Midwives. 

INFANT  FEEDING. 

As  empowered  by  the  Milk  (Mothers’  and  Children’s)  Order, 
the  Council  has  continued  to  supply  Glaxo  on  special  terms. 

A  scale  of  income,  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  has 
been  drawn  up  for  the  free  distribution,  or  sale  at  reduced  price,  of 
Glaxo,  and  under  this  arrangement  3,953  lbs.  of  Glaxo  have  been 
sold  at  cost  price  and  446  lbs.  have  been  given  away  free. 

Under  the  above  Order  also,  the  Council  has  made  arrange¬ 
ments  to  give  dinners  to  poor  expectant  mothers,  and  161  dinners 
in  13  cases  have  been  so  provided. 

MATERNITY  CASES. 

Under  the  arrangement  entered  into  between  the  Council  and 
the  Warneford  Hospital,  whereby  on  payment  of  an  annual  fee, 
together  with  a  fixed  charge  per  head,  3  beds  are  retained  for 
maternity  cases,  16  women  were  admitted  for  confinement.  The 
average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  for  these  cases  was  15  days.  As 
suggested  in  the  Circular,  “Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  4,”  these 
cases  are  confined  to  two  classes:  (l)  Cases  of  Difficult  Labour; 
(2)  Cases  of  Normal  Labour  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is 
of  opinion  that  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable.

SCARLET  Fever.-— -85  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  the 
largest  number  since  1913.  Of  these,  79  were  removed  to  Heathcote. 
The  disease  generally  was  of  a  very  mild  type,  complications  were 
few,  and  no  deaths  were  recorded. 

DIPHTHERIA.— 24  cases  were  notified,  all  of  whom  recovered.

Pneumonia.-— During  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1923,

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SMALLPOX. — =No  cases  of  Smallpox  were  notified  in  1923,  but 
Public  Health  Authorities  cannot  fail  to  view  with  dismay  the  large 
and  increasing  percentage  of  unvaccinated  persons,  especially  having 
regard  to  the  numerous  outbreaks  during  the  course  of  the  last  12 
months.

It  will  be  thus  seen  that  of  485  living  children  only  32  per  cent, 
are  known  to  have  been  vaccinated. 

This  compares  unfavourably  with  the  returns  for  the  three  groups 
of  children  examined  this  year  at  the  elementary  school,  where  the 
percentage  figure  was  42,  and  even  worse  with  the  secondary  school 
figure,  which  was  71. 

No  primary  vaccinations  or  re- vaccinations  were  performed 
under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917, 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Measles.— -The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  unofficially  noti¬ 
fied  was  285,  with  5  deaths.  This  was  a  considerable  increase  over 
the  number  notified  in  the  previous  two  years.  The  disease  was 
particularly  prevalent  in  January  and  February,  during  which 
months  258  cases  occurred,  and  was  the  continuance  of  an  outbreak 
during  the  preceeding  two  months,  during  which  75  cases  had  been 
reported,  and  which  started  in  Clapham  Terrace  School. 
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Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.— Only  1  case  of  this  disease 
was  notified. 

Enteric  Fever.— A  total  number  of  45  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year. 

During  the  15  weeks  from  July  15th  to  October  6th,  44  cases 
of  Paratyphoid  occurred  in  the  Borough,  of  which  15  were  males  and 
29  females.  The  youngest  was  aged  1  year  and  the  oldest  58.

House  Incidence. 

2  cases  occurred  in  each  of  two  houses.  The  usual  sources  of 
possible  infection,  such  as  Shellfish,  Milk,  Water,  and  Vegetables, 
were  carefully  looked  into  but  with  completely  negative  results. 

Towards  the  end  of  August,  suspicion  was  directed  towards  a 
certain  confectioner  who  had  several  shops  in  the  town,  and  on 
enquiry,  over  80%  of  the  cases  notified  had  had  food  from  this 
particular  establishment. 

Every  assistance  was  given  by  the  owner,  and  after  examination 
of  the  employees  in  his  service  a  girl  was  found  whose  blood  gave  a 
positive  reaction  to  the  Bacillus  Paratyphosus  B,  the  particular 
organism  found  in  all  the  cases. 

Her  duties  were  those  of  packer  at  the  central  establishment, 
and  she  was  the  only  person  who  handled  the  food  that  was  sent  to 
the  different  shops  under  the  same  management. 

She  ceased  work  on  September  5th,  and  no  further  cases  were 
reported  after  October  6th,  a  time  which  would  cover  the  incubation 
period  of  the  disease,  and  the  time  at  which  a  definite  diagnosis 
could  be  made  from  the  blood  of  a  patient. 

Although  the  evidence  that  this  girl  was  the  source  of  the 
epidemic  was  not  absolutely  conclusive,  it  was  very  strongly 
suggestive,  and  her  removal  from  work  coincided  with  the  abrupt 
termination  of  the  epidemic. 
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Clinically,  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type  and  only  one  death 
was  recorded. 

No  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Malaria,  Trench  Fever, 
or  Dysentry  were  notified  during  the  year. 

INFLUENZA.— Nine  deaths— three  male  and  6  female— were 
recorded  from  this  disease. 

Whooping  Cough.— 10  cases  only  were  brought  to  my  notice,

Sputum  flasks  and  disin¬ 
fectants  are  supplied  on  application,  and  the  disinfection  of 
premises  is  carried  out  whenever  a  patient  dies  or  removes  to 
another  house. 

TREATMENT. — This  work  comes  principally  under  the  County 
Scheme.  15  (10  males  and  2  females)  cases  have  been  sent  to 
Sanatoria,  4  (2  males  and  5  females)  admitted  to  the  Warneford 
Hospital,  and  1  male,  to  Warwick  Infirmary. 

I  am  much  indebted  to  the  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer 
(Dr.  French)  for  his  kindness  and  help,  more  especially  in  the  ex¬ 
amination  of  suspected  cases  among  School  Children. 

140  visits  were  paid  to  Tuberculosis  cases  by  the  Health 
Visitor.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  supply  of  the  district  is  derived  from  two  sources, 
(a)  The  Campion  Terrace  Well  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile  from 
the  centre  of  the  town  and,  (b)  The  Lillington  Well  on  the  Rugby 
Road. 

Both  Wells  are  sunk  in  the  Water-bearing  strata  of  the  New 
Red  Sandstone,  and  though  somewhat  hard  the  water  is  pure  and 
excellent  for  potable  purposes.  A  piped  service  direct  to  the 
houses  supplies  the  whole  district. 

Water  Mains. — For  the  distribution  of  the  water  supply  for 
domestic  purposes,  some  35  miles  of  mains  have  been  laid.  In 
addition,  a  little  over  7  miles  are  used  for  supplying  town  water  for 
flushing  sewers,  watering  roads,  and  other  purposes, 
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Water,  Sewage,  and  House  Refuse. — Through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Borough  Engineer,  I  am  enabled  to  give  the 
following  figures  : — - 

(a)  Water  pumped —

Since  1913  there  has  been  very  little  variation  in  the  amount 
used  per  head.  There  has  been  a  slight  increase  for  1923  as  com¬ 
pared  with  1922,  the  respective  figures  being  25‘28  gallons  and 
23*69  gallons. 

(b)  Sewage  pumped — -349,069,121  gallons. 

The  sewage  is  disposed  of  by  broad  irrigation  over  farm  land 
at  Heathcote. 

(c)  House  refuse  destroyed— -8,727  loads. 


HOUSING. 

During  the  year  no  further  houses  were  built  by  the  Council, 
and  only  14  by  private  enterprise.  A  certain  number  of  houses 
were  converted  into  flats,  both  of  the  better  class,  and  as  workmen’s 
dwellings. 

As  pointed  out  last  year,  the  estimate  of  the  Housing  Com¬ 
missioner  as  to  the  shortage  of  dwellings  was  considerably  less  than 
that  of  the  Local  Authority,  whose  figures,  now  that  the  Census 
returns  are  available,  appear  to  be  the  more  accurate. 

Although  a  large  number  houses  have  been  repaired  and  defects 
remedied,  there  can  be  little  doubt  that  a  large  amount  of  property 
has  been  and  is  deteriorating. 

Under  the  Rent  Restriction  Act,  only  5  applications  were 
received,  and  in  all  these  cases  certificates  were  given  that  the  houses 
were  not  reasonably  fit  for  habitation.

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  two  vendors  of  milk 
during  the  year. 


In  one  case  the  defendant  was  fined  £ 5  and  costs,  and  in  the 
other  case,  owing  to  extenuating  circumstances,  the  defendant 
was  fined  10/-.  These  two  samples  contained  7%  and  10%  of  added 
water  respectively. 


One  sample  of  milk  was  deficient  of  3%  of  fat,  and  in  this  case 
the  vendor  was  cautioned  as  to  future  supplies. 

Of  the  eight  samples  of  margarine  five  contained  boric  acid  in 
quantities  ranging  from  0*1%  to  0*25%.  One  sample  contained 
15*2%  of  moisture. 

Three  samples  of  butter  each  contained  0*1%  of  boric  acid. 

One  informal  sample  of  potted  meat  contained  52*5  grains  of 
boric  acid  per  lb.  The  vendor  in  this  case  was  cautioned. 

The  sample  tinned  peas  contained  1*51  grains  of  crystalized 
copper  sulphate  per  lb. 

One  Prescription  contained  25%  excess  quinine  sulphate. 
The  vendor  in  each  of  the  above  cases  was  cautioned. 


MILK  AND  CREAM  REGULATIONS. 

Of  the  57  samples  of  milk  all  were  reported  to  be  free  from 
preservative  or  artificial  colouring  matter. 

One  sample  of  cream  not  sold  as  preserved  cream  contained

RAG  FLOCKS  ACT,  1911. 

No  samples  of  Rag  Flock  were  taken  during  the  year  as  it 
was  found  that  only  certified  sterilised  flocks  were  being  used. 

The  danger  to  health  by  harbouring  dirty  rag  flocks  has  been 
continually  impressed  upon  the  upholsterers  of  the  Borough. 


FABRICS  (MISDESCRIPTION)  ACTS,  1913. 

No  cases  were  discovered  where  Shopkeepers  were  misleading 
the  Public  with  regard  to  the  sale  of  inflamable  material. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

The  Sanitation  of  Factories  and  Workshops  has  received 
attention.  126  visits  to  these  premises  were  made  by  your  Inspec¬ 
tors  during  the  year.  In  the  few  cases  discovered  where  infringe¬ 
ments  of  the  Acts  had  occurred,  intimation  notices  were  served  and 
complied  with. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  serve  Statutory  Notices  or  take 
legal  proceedings. 

Five  additional  W.C.’s  were  provided  in  connection  with  two 
Factories. 

OUTWORKERS. 

54  visits  were  made  to  Outworkers’  premises  during  the  year, 
The  premises  were  found  to  be  clean  and  properly  kept.  The  usual 
lists  of  Outworkers  were  received. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT.  1919. 

During  the  year  21  complaints  were  received  as  to  nuisances 
from  rats.  The  premises  concerned  were  visited,  and  the  necessary 
information  given  to  the  persons  responsible. 
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63  notices  were  served  respecting  68  suspected  premises,  and 
in  each  case  a  copy  of  the  Act  and  methods  of  destruction  enclosed 
to  the  occupier  concerned. 

PLACES  OF  AMUSEMENT. 

In  accordance  with  the  Home  Office  Circular,  of  August,  1920, 
periodical  inspections  were  made  of  the  Theatre  Royal  and  the 
Cinema  Theatres  in  the  Town. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Spa  Cinema,  in  Bath  Street,  was 
closed  as  unsuitable  for  public  entertainments. 


METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT,  1923. 


The  taking  and  reading  of  Meteorological  conditions  in  the 
Borough  has  been  continued  morning  and  evening  throughout  the 
year.  The  following  instruments  are  in  use  : — 

At  the  Pump  Rooms. 

(1)  A  Standard  Fortin  Barometer. 

(2)  A  Self-Recording  Barograph. 

(3)  A  Campbell- Stokes  Sunshine  Recorder. 

(4)  A  Wind  Vane  and  Anemometer.

(5)  A  Stevenson’s  Screen,  containing  a  Hygrometer  and  a 

Maximum  and  2  Minimum  Thermometers. 

(6)  One  Solar  Radiation  Maximum  Thermometer,  Black  bulb 

in  vacuo. 

(7)  One  Solar  Radiation  Minimum  Thermometer,  Bright  bulb 

in  vacuo. 

(8)  One  Terrestrial  Radiation  Thermometer. 

(9)  One  8in.  Rain  Guage  (Meteorological  Office  Pattern)  with 

Measuring  Glass. 

(10)  One  Earth  Thermometer  at  a  depth  of  1  foot. 

(11)  One  Earth  Thermometer  at  a  depth  of  2  feet. 

(12)  One  Earth  Thermometer  at  a  depth  of  4  feet. 


The  Station  is  recognised  by  the  Meteorological  Office.  A 
monthly  report  was  sent  throughout  the  year,  and  evening  reports 
were  sent  by  telegram.  On  Sundays  the  report  is  telephoned  to 
Birmingham,  and  then  telegraphed  from  there  to  London. 
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EXTREMES  FOR  THE  YEAR. 

BAROMETER. — The  highest  reading  (corrected  to  32°  F. 
and  Mean  Sea  Level)  was  30’49  on  14th  December.  The  lowest 
reading  was  2876  on  27th  February. 

TEMPERATURE.— The  highest  temperature  recorded  in 
the  shade  during  the  year  was  91°  on  the  12th  July,  and  the 
absolute  minimum  was  19°  on  8th  November.  The  mean  maximum 
for  the  year  was  55*2,  and  the  mean  minimum  for  the  year  43*3. 


SUNSHINE. — As  will  be  seen  from  Table  XIII.,  there  were 
1268*2  hours  of  bright  sunshine  during  the  year.  This  gives  a  daily 
average  of  3*4  hours.  The  maximum  sunshine  for  one  day  was 
14*8  hours  on  3rd  August.  The  month  yielding  the  most  sunshine 
was  August,  with  227*4  hours,  a  daily  mean  of  7*3  hours. 

RAI N FALL. —During  the  year  24*45  inches  of  rain  fell, 
distributed  over  188  days.  The  wettest  month  during  1923  was 
October,  with  3*62  inches,  which  was  distributed  over  21  days. 
June  was  the  driest  month,  with  0*20  in.  of  rain,  which  was 
distributed  over  six  days  only. 


MONTHLY  NOTES. 

JANUARY. — The  maximum  temperature  was  55°  on  the  30th, 
and  the  minimum  was  29°  on  the  23rd.  The  lowest  daily  maximum 
was  41°  on  the  13th,  and  the  highest  daily  minimum  was  47°  on  the 
31st.  20  ground  frosts  were  registered  during  the  month.  The  total 

rainfall  for  the  month  was  1*36  ins.,  distributed  over  17  days.  The 
prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  Snow  fell  on  1  day. 

FEBRUARY. — The  maximum  and  minimum  shade  tempera¬ 
tures  were  56°  on  the  1st,  and  28°  on  the  5th  respectively.  The 
lowest  daily  maximum  was  36°  on  the  19th,  and  the  highest 
minimum  50°  on  the  2nd.  The  total  rainfall  was  3*29  ins., 
distributed  over  21  days.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west. 
There  were  7  ground  frosts. 
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MARCH.— The  maximum  shade  temperature  for  the  month 
was  66°  on  the  27th,  and  the  minimum  was  30°  on  the  12th  and 
13th.  The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  40°  on  the  9th,  and  the 
highest  daily  minimum  was  49°  on  the  28th,  Rain  fell  on  15  days, 
amounting  to  1*81  ins.  The  prevailing  wind  was  north-east.  There 
were  4  ground  frosts. 

APRIL. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  61°  on  the 
4th,  and  the  minimum  was  31°  on  the  23rd,  The  lowest  maximum 
was  31°  on  the  23rd,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  50°  on  the  12th. 
Rain  fell  on  18  days,  and  totalled  2*21  ins.  The  prevailing  wind  was 
north-east.  Snow  fell  on  the  9th.  There  were  116*6  hours  of 
sunshine. 

MAY. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  for  the  month  was 
75°  on  the  24th.  The  lowest  temperature  was  28°  on  the  24th.  2 

ground  frosts  were  recorded.  Rain  fell  on  16  days,  and  totalled  1*30 
inches.  The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  50°  on  the  11th,  16th  and 
28th,  and  the  highest  minimum  was  52°  on  the  1st.  The  prevailing 
wind  was  west.  Very  heavy  hail  with  thunder  and  lightning  was 
recorded  on  the  5th.  152*9  hours  of  sunshine  were  recorded. 

JUNE. — This  month  yielded  94*5  hours  of  sunshine.  Rain 
fell  on  6  days,  and  totalled  only  0*20  inches.  This  being  the  driest 
month  of  the  year.  The  maximum  shade  temperature  for  the  month 
was  72°  on  the  23rd  and  29th,  and  the  minimum  40°  on  the  12th. 
The  lowest  dady  maximum  was  54°  on  the  1st,  4th  and  6th,  and 
the  highest  daily  minimum  was  54°  on  the  22nd. 

JULY. — The  maximum  temperature  was  91°  on  the  12th,  this 
being  the  maximum  for  the  year,  the  minimum  was  46°  on  the  2nd 
and  27th.  The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  62°  on  the  19th,  and  the 
highest  minimum  was  66°  on  the  13th.  Sunshine  recorded  during 
the  month,  175*5  hours.  Rain  fell  on  13  days,  and  totalled  2*94  ins. 
The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  A  severe  thunderstorm 
occurred  on  the  12th  during  which  0*51  ins.  of  rain  fell.  This  month 
yielded  the  most  sunshine  with  227*4  hours.  This  gives  a  daily 
average  of  7*3. 
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AUGUST. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  79°  on  the 
5th,  13th,  and  14th,  and  the  minimum  was  40°  on  the  31st.  The 
lowest  daily  maximum  was  56°  on  the  29th,  and  the  highest  min¬ 
imum  58°  on  the  21st.  The  rainfall  was  1  *96  ins.,  distributed 
over  21  days.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west. 

SEPTEMBER. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  72° 
on  the  29th.  The  minimum  shade  temperature  was  36°  on  the  3rd. 
The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  52°  on  the  16th,  and  the  highest 
minimum  was  55°  on  the  14th.  The  amount  of  bright  sunshine 
recorded  for  the  month  was  134‘2  hours.  1*65  ins.  of  rain  fell, 
and  was  distributed  over  1 1  days.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south¬ 
west.  Thunder  was  heard  on  the  23rd. 

OCTOBER. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  62°  on 
the  8th  and  9th,  and  the  minimum  30°  on  the  15th.  The  lowest 
daily  maximum  was  62°  on  the  8th  and  9th,  and  the  highest  min¬ 
imum  was  51°  on  the  1st.  89‘9  hours  of  sunshine  were  recorded 
during  the  month.  The  rainfall  was  3‘62  ins.,  and  distributed 
over  21  days.  This  being  the  wettest  month  of  the  year.  The 
prevailing  wind  was  south-west. 

NOVEMBER. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  registered 
during  the  month  was  57°  on  the  3rd,  and  the  minimum  was  19° 
on  the  8th.  The  lowest  daily  maximum  was  30°  on  the  23rd  and 
24th,  and  the  highest  minimum  41°  on  the  1st  and  13th.  There  were 
75 ’9  hours  of  sunshine  during  the  month.  Rain  fell  on  10  days, 
and  totalled  1'47  ins.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west. 

DECEMBER. — The  maximum  shade  temperature  was  51° 
on  the  22nd,  and  the  minimum  34°  on  the  21st  and  25th.  The 
lowest  daily  maximum  was  31°  on  the  21st  and  25th,  and  the  highest 
daily  minimum  45°  on  the  18th.  The  sunshine  recorded  for  the 
month  totalled  32*9  hours.  The  total  rainfall  was  2*64  ins.,  and 
fell  on  19  days.  The  prevailing  wind  was  south-west.  16  ground 
frosts  were  recorded.  Snow  fell  on  4  days.
